ber had the largest num ber of fires, 
704, while October, with 415, had the 
lowest number. 
Almost half of the 
fires were in dwellings, the number 
being :’.430, which is alm ost 1,000 more 
than in the year before. 
Barns and 
stables were next 
with 
045, 
and 
stores followed with 591. 
In dwellings, as 
usual, 
defective 
flues were the most prolific cause of 
fires, being responsible for 519 fires, 
or alm ost one-sixth 
of 
the 
total. 
Matches, carelessly used, 
or in the 
hands of children, started 446 fires, 
Sparks from chimneys, 
locomotives, 
etc.. caused 600. 
Lightning 
played 
havoc, setting 162 barns on fire. Care­ 
less smokers caused 49 fires. Fires 
in manufactories increased from 224 
to 298, hut the fire loss decreased 
from $1,389,286 to $1,206,487. 
Sixty- 
three schoolhouses were 
visited by 
fire, alm ost twice as many as in the 
previous year 
The loss was $82,817 
as compared writh $¡.'’,029 the year 
before. 
Automobiles suffered severe­ 
ly 
During the year 99 were burned 
up with a loss of $36,254 
The year 
before the number was 41 and the 
loss $12,171. 
T he daily average number of fires, 
was 19.27 and the average loss per 
fire $1,121.81. 
The total daily aver­ 
age 
loss was 
$21,642.20. 
The 
in­ 
crease in the number of fires report­ 
ed is said to be due largely to the 
closer relations and co-operation be­ 
tween local fire departm ents and offi­ 
cials in the making of reports, rather 
than being caused by a larger number 
of fires. 
Improved fire-fighting facil­ 
ities are ¡riven credit for helping to 
reduce the total fire loss. 
Fire Marshal Deffenbaugh criticises

A peculiar kind of blundering known 
as *’folk oty raology" is responsible for 
some of the queerest freaks of lan­ 
guage.

Often there b no etymological relation 
between the words associated, as when 
sparrow grass is made out of asparagus. 
This particular corruption was once in 
such good colloquial use that M’alker, 
the lexicographer, 
wrote, “Sparrow- 
grass 1» so general that asparagus has 
an air of stiffness and pedantry.”

The 
fire ships were usually filled with dry 
u*K*J «.mothered In pitch, oil and other 
inflammable tmsterisi. and when fired 
were stnt drifting against any defense 
work or ships of the enemy.—London 
Opinion.
